Resolution  endorsing  On-Bill  Financing  as  a  cost  effective  means  for  small  business 
owners  to  finance  energy  efficiency  upgrades,  and  urging  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  take  appropriate  action  to  facilitate  creation  of  an  On-Bill  Financing 
program  in  California. 

WHEREAS,  Small  business  is  defined  as  any  enterprise  bringing  in  $10  million  or  less 
a  year  in  gross  receipts  or  with  100  or  fewer  employees,  according  to  a  report  commissioned 
by  Cal  Insurance  on  the  effects  of  small  business  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  same  report,  San  Francisco  has  108,373  small 
businesses  comprising  52%  of  all  private  sector  employment  and  generating  $15.8  billion  in 
annual  payroll  in  the  year  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  small  businesses  could  save  substantial  amounts  of  money  on 
energy  bills  while  conserving  energy  by  investing  in  energy  efficient  technologies,  if  they  could 
afford  the  up-front  capital  costs  associated  with  these  improvements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Guardian  recently  reported  on  a  proposal 
currently  being  studied  by  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  called  On-Bill  Financing, 
noting,  "Many  small  businesses  may  never  realize  the  potential  savings  from  energy 
efficiency  because  of  the  high  initial  cost.  But  as  local  businesses  continue  to  devour 
expensive  energy,  they're  stuck  perpetuating  ..  air  pollution  ..  Clearly,  there  must  be  a  better 
way.";  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  Bill  Financing  is  a  utility-based  method  of  providing  0%  financing  for 
small  business  energy  efficiency  improvements  on  the  monthly  power  bill,  thus  providing 
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more  small  businesses  with  the  opportunity  to  address  energy  costs  in  an  affordable  and 
achievable  manner;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Center  for  Small  Business  and  the  Environment,  several 
successful  On  Bill  Financing  programs  exist  in  New  England,  the  best  of  which  allows  for 
lower  incentives  to  leverage  more  energy  efficiency;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
supports  On-Bill  Financing  as  a  cost-effective  method  to  assist  California  small  businesses 
with  purchasing  energy  efficient  technologies;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  urges  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  take  the  appropriate  action  necessary  to  facilitate  the  creation  of  an  On-Bill

Resolution  declaring  September  28,  2004  Del  Monte  Square  Day  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  the  historic  brick  buildings  located  at  the  end  of  Columbus  Avenue  at 
Beach  Street  were  built  in  1907  as  a  fruit  and  vegetable  canning  plant  and  warehouse  by  the 
California  Fruit  Canners  Association;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  facility  was  the  largest  fruit  and  vegetable  cannery  in  the  world  with  a 
capacity  of  200,000  hand-soldered  cans  per  day  and  employing  2,500  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Fruit  Canners  Association  eventually  changed  its  name  to 
"Del  Monte"  and  the  buildings  became  known  as  Del  Monte  Plant  No.  1;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  its  roots  shortly  after  California's  Gold  Rush  era,  Del  Monte  Foods 
has  grown  to  become  the  nation's  largest  producer  and  distributor  of  premium  quality 
processed  fruits,  vegetables,  and  tomato  products;  and 

WHEREAS,  Del  Monte  Foods  is  one  of  San  Francisco's  pioneering  companies, 
headquartered  in  San  Francisco  since  1916  and  the  "Del  Monte"  brand  has  become  world 
famous  and  virtually  synonymous  with  "highest  quality";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  historic  square  rigger,  the  Balcultha,  formally  known  as  The  Star  of 
Alaska  and  a  fishing  vessel  for  Del  Monte,  is  now  a  National  Landmark  and  moored  at  San 
Francisco  Maritime  Historical  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  opening  in  1967  as  a  shopping,  restaurant,  and  entertainment 
complex,  THE  CANNERY  has  become  an  important  landmark  in  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  a 
model  to  other  cities  for  the  adaptation  of  historic  properties;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  2003  the  National  Park  service  and  the  Kimpton  Hotel  Group 
completed  renovation  of  the  historic  Del  Monte  Warehouse,  which  now  operates  as  the 
Argonaut  Hotel,  Maritime  Museum,  and  a  Visitors  Center  for  the  San  Francisco  Maritime 
Historical  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  Del  Monte  Square  proponents  are  to  be  commended  for  preserving  an 
historic  part  of  our  City,  which  now  stands  as  a  unique  representation  of  the  Old  world  and 
New  World  combined,  where  both  residents  and  visitors  can  come  to  enjoy  the  charm  that  is 
uniquely  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  28,  2004,  THE  CANNERY,  The  National  Park  Service,  and 
Kimpton  Hotel  Group  will  preserve  the  historic  ties  of  Del  Monte  Food  Corporation's  former 
Plant  No.  1  to  San  Francisco  by  naming  the  block  as  Del  Monte  Square;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  28,  2004,  many  special  activities  are  planned  for

WHEREAS,  On  July  20,  2004,  the  Board  of  Supervisor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "Board")  adopted  Ordinance  No.  159-04  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the 
voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  a  proposition  to  incur  the  following 
bonded  debt  of  the  City:  $60,000,000  for  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation,  renovation, 
improvement,  construction  or  preservation  of  certain  historical  resources,  and  structures 
benefiting  historical  resources  owned,  or  to  be  owned,  by  the  City  and/or  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  (the  "Bond  Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Said  Bond  Ordinance  provides  a  list  of  eleven  projects  which  include  the 
following;  the  Old  Mint,  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  Coit  Tower,  a  Waterfront  Pavilion  to  house  the 
City's  historic  7000  pipe  concert  organ  (Austin  Organ  Co.  Opus  500),  McLaren  Lodge, 
Trocadero  Clubhouse  (Stern  Grove  and  Pine  Lake  Park),  the  Geneva  Car  Barn  Building,  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  School  for  the  Arts  -  Nourse  Auditorium,  the 
Sunnyside  Conservatory,  the  Moscone  Fieldhouse  and  the  Bayview  Opera  House,  as 
examples  of  the  types  of  projects  that  could  be  financed  with  the  bonds  described  in  the  Bond 
Ordinance,  if  said  Bond  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  City  in  the  November  2, 
2004  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Neither  this  Resolution  nor  the  Bond  Ordinance  is  intended  to  serve  as 
any  kind  of  approval  by  the  Board,  or  any  commission,  department  or  official  of  the  City  of  the 
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eleven  projects  described  in  the  Bond  Ordinance,  in  violation  of  any  federal,  State  or  local  law; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  merely  wishes  to  express  its  desire  that  the  eleven  projects 
specifically  described  in  the  Bond  Ordinance  be  considered  for  funding  prior  to  the  allocation 
of  bond  proceeds  to  any  other  projects  eligible  for  the  bond  proceeds  described  in  the  Bond 
Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Resolution  in  no  way  limits  or  prevents  the  eligibility  or  ability  of  other 
projects  to  be  funded  with  the  bond  proceeds  described  in  the  Bond  Ordinance,  nor  does  this 
Resolution  require  that  bond  proceeds  be  allocated  to  any  of  the  eleven  projects  described  in 
the  Bond  Ordinance;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  desires  that  the  eleven  projects  specifically  described  in 
the  Bond  Ordinance  be  considered  for  funding  prior  to  the  allocation  of  bond  proceeds  to  any 
other  projects  eligible  for  the  bond  proceeds  described  in  the  Bond  Ordinance,  without  limiting 
or  preventing  other  projects  from  being  funded  with  said  bond  proceeds  and  without  violating 
any  federal,  State  or  local  laws.

WHEREAS,  One  limitation  on  the  availability  of  communications  services  is  the  lack  of 
facilities  able  to  transmit  and  receive  information  at  high  speeds;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  past,  multiple  communications  providers  have  sought  to  install 
facilities  in  public  rights-of-way,  which  resulted  in  repeated  excavation  and  caused  disruption 
to  the  public  and  damage  to  City  streets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  seeks  to  minimize  the  amount  of  excavation  in  public  rights-of- 
way;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  planning  to  replace  or  upgrade  its  sewer  system  over  the  next 
several  years,  and  that  project  will  require  the  City  to  excavate  many  of  its  streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  could  install  communications  facilities  when  it  conducts  its  sewer 
improvement  project;  and  DOCUMENTS  DEPT. 
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WHEREAS,  The  installation  of  high-speed  bandwidth  communications  facilities 
throughout  the  City  that  can  be  used  to  provide  wholesale  broadband  access  would  reduce 
the  need  for  excavation  of  public  streets  in  the  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  Installing  high-speed  bandwidth  facilities  that  could  be  leased  to  providers 
of  communications  service  could  dramatically  reduce  the  cost  of  market  entry  and  thereby 
increase  competition;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  could  seek  to  recover  the  costs  of  building  and  maintaining  high- 
speed communications  facilities  through  leasing  the  facilities  to  providers  of  communications

WHEREAS,  Other  local  governments  have  installed  or  are  installing  high-speed 
communications  facilities  to  provide  communications  services  either  directly  or  to  lease  such 
facilities  to  communications  service  providers,  and  such  local  governments  may  be  the  source 
of  valuable  information;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ensuring  adequate  and  affordable  high-speed  bandwidth  facilities  may 
yield  substantial  public  benefits,  including  encouraging  business  development,  ensuring 
ubiquitous  and  nondiscriminatory  access  to  communications  services,  fostering  robust  civic 
engagement  and  community  participation,  and  increasing  competition,  which  in  turn  may 
encourage  innovation  and  reduce  prices  for  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  course  of  recent  cable  franchise  negotiations,  successive  local 
telecommunications  providers  have  refused  to  negotiate  and/or  fully  implement  standard 
provisions  won  elsewhere  for  consumer  privacy  protections;  discounted  rates  for  low-income 
residents,  seniors,  and  non-profit  organizations;  increased  bandwidth  for  public  uses;  and 
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adequate  financing  and  resource  allocation  for  community-driven  media  production  and 
distribution;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  digital  media  environment  presents  valuable  opportunities  for 
participation  in  civic  life  by  sectors  of  the  City  marginalized  in  the  largely  consolidated  "old 
media"  (radio,  TV,  daily  newspapers);  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  the  Department  of  Telecommunications  and  Information  Services  to  analyze  and  report 
to  the  Board  on  the  following:

[Public  hearing  approval  for  issuance  and  sale  of  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds  by 
CSCDA  for  Martin  Luther  Tower,  LP.] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  and  sale  of  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds  by 
the  California  Statewide  Communities  Development  Authority  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000  for  the  Project  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Statewide  Communities  Development  Authority  (the 
"Authority"),  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agency  established  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  terms  of  an  Amended  and  Restated  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement, 
dated  as  of  June  1 ,  1988  (the  "JPA  Agreement")  among  certain  local  agencies  throughout  the 
State  of  California,  has  proposed  to  issue  and  sell  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds  (the 
"Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  loan  to  Martin  Luther  Tower,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership,  or  affiliated 
entities  (the  "Corporation");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  a  member  of  the 
Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Corporation  has  requested  that  the  Authority  adopt  a  plan  of  financing 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds  in  one  or  more  series  issued 
from  time  to  time,  including  bonds  issued  to  refund  such  revenue  bonds  in  one  or  more  series 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  no  time  to  exceed  $10,000,000  in  outstanding  aggregate  principal 
amount,  to  finance  the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  a  121 -unit  multifamily  rental  housing 
project,  located  at  1001  Franklin  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  and  generally  known  as 
Martin  Luther  Tower  (the  "Project");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code")  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9  of  the  JPA  Agreement,  the  Authority  may  only  issue 
the  Bonds  with  the  approval  of  the  governing  body  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  the  Project  is 
located;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  requested  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the 
"Board")  to  approve  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to  satisfy  the  public  approval 
requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code  and  the  requirements  of  the  JPA  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  6,  2004,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing  with 
respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  on 
July  20,  2004,  to  appear  in  The  Independent  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  has  held  the  public  hearing 
described  above  on  July  20,  2004,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment 
on  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is  the  applicable 
elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issue  within  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of 
the  Code  and  the  JPA  Agreement;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above  recitals  are  true  and 
correct;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  approves  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds  by  the  Authority.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Board  that  this  Resolution 
constitute  approval  of  the  Bonds  by  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the  governmental 
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unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located  in  accordance  with  Section 
147(f)  of  the  Code  and  Section  9  of  the  JPA  Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  approval  of  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by 
the  City  is  neither  an  approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an 
approval  of  the  financial  structure  of  the  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  Lead  is  a  systemic  poison  that  affects  numerous  organ  systems  and 
serves  no  known  useful  purpose  in  the  body,  and  childhood  lead  poisoning  can  cause 
learning  disabilities,  concentration  and  behavior  problems,  and  at  very  high  levels,  seizures, 
coma  and  even  death;  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  San  Francisco  neighborhoods  were  fully  developed  by  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  and  therefore  94%  of  our  housing  units  were  built  prior  to  the  1 978  ban  on 
residential  lead-based  paint,  and  68%  of  the  housing  stock  is  pre-1950,  which  is  considered 
the  time  frame  when  paint  contained  the  greatest  concentration  of  lead;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  (Board)  enacted  the  Comprehensive 
Environmental  Lead  Poisoning  Prevention  Program  (Program)  in  1992  to  prevent  needless 
suffering  from  this  disease 

WHEREAS,  The  goals  of  the  Program  are  to  educate  all  parents  and  other  child  care 
givers  about  how  to  protect  children  from  lead  hazards,  to  provide  universal  screening  and 
testing  of  children  up  to  six  years  of  age,  to  develop  a  case  management  system  for  those 
found  to  be  suffering  from  lead  poisoning,  and  to  make  all  public  and  private  facilities  in  this 
City  lead-safe  for  these  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  is  required  under  the  1992  legislation 
(including  a  new  Section  1609  of  the  Health  Code)  to  annually  describe  to  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  the  efforts  of  all  local  agencies  to  comply  with  the  Program  and  the  additional 
actions  needed  to  effectively  implement  and  carry  out  the  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Section  1 609  report  further  requires  the  Director  to  comment  on  "the 
effectiveness  of  the  program  and  City  agencies'  efforts  in  implementation,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  additional  actions  needed  to  effectively  implement  and  carry  out  the  Program,  the 
reasons  why  those  actions  are  not  being  taken,  and  the  plans  of  the  relevant  City  agencies  to 
implement  those  actions,  including  descriptions  of  specific  actions,  time  lines,  and  the  work 
plans  and  budgets  of  all  City  agencies  involved  in  implementing  the  Program";  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  2nd,  2003,  the  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  annual  report  containing 
recommendations  for  various  City  Departments  to  continue  implementation  of  City  policies 
regarding  lead  safety,  a  report  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  now, 
therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Director  and/or  General 
Manager  of  the  Public  Library,  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families,  the 
Department  of  Human  Services,  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Juvenile  Probation 
Department,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority,  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services  and  the  San  Francisco

Resolution  recognizing  October  26,  2004  as  the  first  annual  Intersex  Awareness  Day. 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  one  in  2,000  children  are  born  with  visibly  atypical  (or 
"intersex")  reproductive  organs  and  more  are  born  with  similar  conditions  that  are  less 
apparent  at  birth;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  traditional  medical  protocol  for  treating  intersex  children  is  the 
surgical  concealment  of  intersex  bodies  under  the  assumption  that  intersex  bodies  are 
abnormal  and  shameful;  and 

WHEREAS,  Normalizing  surgeries  on  intersex  children  are  often  pursued  to  alleviate 
parental  anxieties  even  when  they  are  not  medically  necessary;  and 

WHEREAS,  Long-term  studies  of  normalizing  reconstructive  surgeries  have 
associated  them  with  potentially  harmful  psychological  and  sexual  long-term  outcomes;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  1993,  a  number  of  adults  who  were  subjected  to  these  surgeries  as 
children  have  organized  to  call  for  an  end  to  shame,  secrecy  and  medically  unnecessary 
genital  surgeries  on  children  too  young  to  participate  in  the  medical  decision-making;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Human  Rights  Commission  of  San  Francisco  held  the  nation's  first 
public  hearing  on  the  question  of  unwanted  hormonal  and  surgical  interventions  in  children 
bom  with  ambiguous  genitals;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  people  with  intersex  anatomies  testified  to  the  severe  pain  and 
suffering  caused  by  the  social  and  medical  concealment  of  intersex  bodies;  now  therefore  be 
it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
applauds  the  effort  of  intersex  patient  advocates  and  their  medical  professional  allies  to  end 
shame,  secrecy  and  medically  unnecessary  genital  surgeries  on  infants  and  children;  and  be

Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  Congressional  delegation  to  support  the  Angel 
Island  Immigration  Station  Restoration  and  Preservation  Act. 

WHEREAS,  The  Angel  Island  Immigration  Station  Restoration  and  Preservation  Act, 
authored  by  Representative  Lynn  Woolsey,  H.R.  4469  would  authorize  federal  support  for 
ongoing  efforts  to  restore  the  Angel  Island  Immigration  Station,  a  site  that  is  very  important  to 
the  history  of  the  nation's  Asian  American  and  immigrant  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS, Most  people  consider  Angel  Island  the  "Ellis  Island  of  the  West"  because 
more  than  one  million  immigrants  entered  and  exited  the  United  States  through  the 
Immigration  Station  between  1910  and  1940;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  these  immigrants  came  from  Asia  and  suffered  great  challenges 
to  become  American  citizens;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  being  a  National  Historic  Landmark  and  one  of  America's  Most 
Endangered  Historic  Places,  this  site  has  not  received  the  same  support  and  treatment  as  its 
better  known  counterpart,  Ellis  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Angel  Island  Immigration  Station  played  such  a  significant  role  in  the 
immigration  history  for  California  and  the  nation  that  the  California  Legislature  approved 
$400,000  for  historic  and  preservation  studies  for  the  site  in  1999,  and  California  voters 
showed  their  support  for  the  project  by  approving  a  ballot  initiative  and  $15  million  for  its 
preservation,  yet  estimates  for  the  completion  of  the  restoration  are  at  more  than  $45  million; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  historical  significance  of  the  Immigration  Station  belongs  not  only  to 
California,  but  also  to  the  nation  and  while  the  State  of  California  has  already  committed

WHEREAS,  Also  according  to  "The  Bottom  Line,"  a  single  parent  with  one  child  needs 
to  earn  $23  to  $24  per  hour  to  meet  the  rising  cost  of  living  and  health  care  in  San  Francisco;

WHEREAS,  The  Bay  Area  economy  will  be  weakened  by  the  continuing  increase  in 
the  number  of  families  that  are  struggling  to  pay  for  housing,  child  care  and  other  basic

Resolution  establishing  various  traffic  and  parking  changes  on  portions  of  San  Jose 
Avenue,  Cesar  Chavez  Street,  and  Dolores  Street. 

WHEREAS,  San  Jose  Avenue  is  designated  a  Boulevard  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  and  has  the  right  to  trees  and  pedestrian  walkways  proper  to  boulevards;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  motorists  behave  as  if  San  Jose  Avenue  and  Guerrero  Streets  are  a 
freeway  or  a  freeway  entrance  ramp  or  exit  ramp,  thereby  driving  at  great  speeds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  residents  of  San  Jose  Avenue  and  Guerrero  Streets  from  Cesar 
Chavez  to  the  I-280  freeway  have  since  1997  repeatedly  petitioned  for  slower  traffic  speeds 
and  safe  pedestrian  crossing  on  San  Jose  Avenue  and  Guerrero  Street  north  of  I-280;  and 

WHEREAS,  Merchants  on  both  sides  of  San  Jose  Avenue  and  Guerrero  Streets  suffer 
because  pedestrians  cannot  safely  arrive  at  their  stores;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  1999  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urged  the  City  to  restore  the  Bernal 
Cut  section  of  San  Jose  Avenue  to  its  original  beauty  and  promote  a  safe,  efficient 
multipurpose  boulevard;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  April  2004  the  Planning  Commission  accepted  the  Draft  Glen  Park  Plan 
which  proposes  to  return  San  Jose  Avenue  between  the  Bernal  Cut  and  I-280  to  its  original 
status  as  a  neighborhood  boulevard;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2001  the  Board  of  Supervisors  established  bicycle  lanes  on 
San  Jose  Avenue  in  the  Bernal  Cut  to  connect  Bernal  Heights  and  the  Mission  District  with 
Glen  Park  and  established  traffic  calming  between  Randall  and  Tiffany  Streets; 
andWHEREAS,  Striped  bicycle  lanes  are  believed  to  encourage  increased  and  safer 
bicycling,  as  well  as  greater  awareness  of  bicyclists  among  drivers;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  conversion  of  part-time  tow-away  lane  to  a  full-time  parking  lane 
addresses  neighborhood  parking  needs;  and

Resolution  adopting  "Family  Economic  Self  Sufficiency"  as  a  goal  toward  which  the 
City  and  County  will  strive  to  achieve  and  will  make  concerted  efforts  to  move  families 
out  of  poverty  towards  economic  self-sufficiency  through  legislation  initiative, 
budgetary  planning  decisions  and  executive  policy  directives. 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Californians  for  Family  Economic  Self  Sufficiency  and 
The  National  Economic  Development  &  Law  Center,  a  single  parent  raising  two  young 
children  in  San  Francisco  would  have  to  effectively  hold  down  three  full-time  minimum  wage 
jobs  in  order  to  make  ends  meet;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  cost  of  living  for  working  families  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  risen  by  70%  since  1996;  whereas,  costs  rose  by  just  29%  in  Los  Angeles 
County  over  the  same  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  single  person  living  in  San  Francisco  must  earn  $13.26  per  hour  to  pay 
for  food,  rent,  child  care,  transportation,  health  care,  taxes,  and  miscellaneous  expenses;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  26.6%  of  San  Francisco  households  (68,274)  have 
incomes  too  low  to  pay  for  basic  needs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  definition  of  "family  economic  self-sufficiency"  is  that  individuals  and 
families  have  enough  income  to  cover  their  basic  costs  of  living  and  working  (food,  rent,  child 
care,  transportation,  health  care,  miscellaneous  costs  and  taxes);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Self  Sufficiency  Standard  for  California  describes  the  amount  of 
income  necessary  to  meet  these  basic  needs  for  70  different  family  types;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Workforce  Investment  Board  has  adopted  the  Self 
Sufficiency  Standard  and  uses  it  as  an  eligibility  criterion  for  job  training;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Many  Bay  Area  public  agencies,  non-profit  organization  and  foundations 
utilize  the  Self  Sufficiency  Standard  as  a  data  resource,  a  funding  criterion,  and  a  counseling 
tool;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Poverty  Line  is  inadequate  to  accurately  describe  the  actual 
costs  of  living  for  working  families  in  San  Francisco,  since  it  is  calculated  using  the  cost  of 
food  times  three  and  does  not  include  other  substantial  costs  such  as  housing  or  child  care; 
and 

WHEREAS,  One  out  of  five  Bay  Area  households  have  incomes  between  the  Federal 
Poverty  Line  and  the  Self  Sufficiency  Standard,  leaving  these  families  in  a  gap  between  the 
poverty  line  and  economic  independence;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Legislature  adopted  a  resolution  in  2004  urging  the 
federal  government  to  use  a  self-sufficiency  index  in  place  of  the  Federal  Poverty  Line  (SJR 
15);  and 

WHEREAS,  Connecticut  and  Illinois  calculate  a  state-sponsored  self-sufficiency  index, 
and  public  agencies  all  over  the  country  have  adopted  the  Self  Sufficiency  Standard  as  an 
indicator  of  well-being,  a  counseling  tool,  and  a  benchmarking  tool;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Self  Sufficiency  Standard  uses  publicly  available  and  regularly 
updated  data  sources,  including  HUD,  California  Department  of  Education,  California 
Department  of  Managed  Care,  the  California  Franchise  Tax  Board  and  the  U.S.  Census; 
therefore,  be  it

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  Library  to  accept  and  expend  a  grant 
in  the  amount  of  $100,000  from  the  California  State  Library  as  part  of  the  Federal 
Library  Services  and  Technology  Act  (LSTA)  for  purchasing  materials  that  help  meet 
the  needs  of  Chinese  and  Russian  immigrants  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  currently  in  process  of  implementing  a 
2000  General  Obligation  Bond  that  will  renovate  19  of  the  existing  branch  libraries,  replace  4 
branch  libraries  in  leased  facilities  with  facilities  owned  by  the  City,  and  build  a  new  (27th) 
branch  library  in  the  Mission  Bay  district;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  each  of  these  24  projects,  Library  staff  have  extensive 
community  contact  through  a  variety  of  mechanisms,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  surveys, 
meetings  with  key  stakeholders,  and  general  community  meetings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  data,  circulation  statistics,  and  empirical  evidence  gained  thus  far 
clearly  shows  a  need  for  more  materials  in  Chinese  and  Russian  languages  to  better  meet  the 
needs  of  these  evolving  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Library  has  awarded  $100,000  to  the  Public  Library 
to  purchase  Chinese  and  Russian  language  materials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Library  has  a  goal  of  providing  "...  access  to  current  books  and 
library  materials  in  a  variety  of  formats  to  meet  their  need  for  literature  and  for  information 
about  popular  culture  and  social  trends,"  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Library  proposes  to  maximize  use  of  available  grant  funds  on 
program  expenditures  by  not  including  indirect  costs  in  the  budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Library  be  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  $100,000 
awarded  by  the  California  State  Library  as  part  of  the  Library  Services  and  Technology  Act 
(LSTA)  for  purchasing  Chinese  and  Russian  language  materials;  and  be  it

Resolution  urging  United  States  Congress  to  pass  and  President  George  W.  Bush  to 
sign  into  law  the  Filipino  Veterans  Bills  H.R.  677  and  S.  88. 


WHEREAS,  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  on  July  26,  1941,  called  into  military 
service  140,000  Filipino  World  War  II  soldiers  as  loyal  U.S.  nationals  under  the  command  of 
American  officers  to  defend  the  U.S.  territory  of  the  Philippines;  and 

WHEREAS,  American-Filipino  forces  under  the  command  of  General  Douglas 
MacArhtur  fought  valiantly  against  overwhelming  Japanese  troops,  delaying  the  invaders' 
timetable  by  three  months,  thus  allowing  the  U.S.  to  regain  her  military  strength  after  the  Pearl 
Harbor  attack;  and, 

WHEREAS,  American-Filipino  forces  surrendered  after  the  Battles  of  Bataan  and 
Corregidor  on  April  9  and  May  6,  1942,  respectively,  and  suffered  a  horrible  number  of 
casualties  in  the  Bataan  Death  March  and  the  POW  camps;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  18,  1946,  the  U.S.  Congress  passed  the  "Recission  Act"  that 
withdrew  the  U.S.  veterans'  status  of  Filipino  WW  II  soldiers  and  their  eligibility  for  veterans 
benefits  as  promised  by  President  Harry  Truman;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1990,  the  U.S.  Congress  passed,  and  President  George  H.W.  Bush 
enacted  legislation  that  allowed  Filipino  WW  II  veterans  with  honorable  U.S.  military  service  to 
become  naturalized  U.S.  citizens  and  in  later  years  enacted  legislation  partially  restoring  their 
benefits;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  Filipino  WW  II  veterans  who  reside  in  the  U.S.  live  in 
poverty,  receive  public  assistance  such  as  SSI  and  Medicaid,  die  at  a  57  percent  higher  rate 
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than  their  American  comrades,  and  need  desperately  the  VA  pension  to  raise  their  incomes 
above  the  poverty  level;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  the  8,000  Filipino  veterans  residing  in  the  U.S.  and  the 
20,000  in  the  Philippines  are  denied  VA  disability  pensions  that  are  available  to  their  U.S. 
comrades  who  fought  with  them  in  WW  II,  as  noted  by  the  American  Legion,  which  has  2.7 
million  members  and  supports  both  bills;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Rep.  Randy  Cunningham  (R-CA)  introduced  the  "Filipino  Veterans  Equity 
Act,"  H.R.  677,  which  now  has  677  co-sponsors,  and  Senator  Daniel  Inuoye 

(D-HI)  introduced  the  "Filipino  Veterans  Benefits  Improvement  Act,"  S.  58,  with  22  co- 
sponsors,  including  Senator  John  F.  Kerry,  that  recognizes  the  U.S.  military  service  of  Filipino 
veterans  and  provides  them  with  disability  pensions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  President  George  W.  Bush,  on  December  6,  2003,  signed  into  law  the  "VA 
Health  Care"  bill,  H.R.  2357  (P  L.  108-170)  that  provided  partial  official  recognition  and  VA 
medical  care  to  U.S. -based  Filipino  veterans,  but  offered  no  VA  pensions;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  leaders  of  the  American  Coalition  for  Filipino  Veterans  (ACFV),  a 
national  non-partisan  and  no-profit  organization  of  4,000  members  of  affiliated  groups,  have 
campaigned  since  1996  to  win  equitable  benefits  for  their  quickly  diminishing  number  of  living 
heroes  who  deserve  honor  and  dignity;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  United  States 
Congress  to  pass  and  President  George  W.  Bush  to  sign  into  law  the  Filipino  Veterans  Bills 
H.R.  677  and  S.  88.

 WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  Tenant,  the  Borrower  and  the 

Purchaser  now  desire  to  secure  the  amendment  of  certain  provisions  of  the  Lease  relating  to  the 
Project,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a  First  Amendment  to  Ground  Lease  ("  First  Amendment" ),  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  and  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the 
"Director")  recommends  that  the  execution  of  the  First  Amendment  be  authorized  by  the  Board;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows:

The 
form  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the  "Regulatory 
Agreement"),  among  the  City,  the  Purchaser,  as  bondowner  representative  trustee,  and  the 
Borrower,  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  or  any  Authorized  City  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory 
Agreement,  in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the 
City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  6 
hereof. 

Section  5.     Loan  Agreement.  The  form  of  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement") 
among  the  City,  the  Purchaser,  as  bondowner  representative,  and  the  Borrower,  in 
substantially  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  or  any

Any  Authorized  City  Representative 
executing  a  document  approved  herein  the  Indenture,  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  or  the  Loan 
Agreement,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized
